His family—Mrs. Rutledge, their 
two daughters, Mary Lou and Jean 
Ann, and their son, Neal, and his 
wife—was at the bedside. 


As the 55-year-old "liberal" went 
into the coma, the hospital bulletin 
was reporting his condition as gravé. 
Oxygen was administered intermit- 
tently. 


Two physicians, one of them Dr. 
Fred A. Geier of Washington, D. C., 
family doctor and friend, and Dr. 
Elmer Tower of the hospital staff, 
attended him. 


"Everything has been and is heing 
done for Justice Rutledge that could 
be done anywhere," said Dr. Geier. 


The jurist entered the hospital 
last Saturday. He was stricken at 
Ogunqult, seashore resort in the 
nearby town of Wells. The Rutledges 
have vacationed there in recent 
years. 


Earlier in the week Improvement 
was noted in his condition but as 
once before, a hopeful report was 
followed by a relapse. 


Rutledge, a former judge of the 
District of Columbia Circuit Court 
of Appeals, was named to the Su- 
preme bench in 1943. He was pres- 
ident Roosevelt'3 eighth and last 
appointee.

Ryan, an army combat veteran 
of World War il, was charged with 
deserting his ship, the destroyer 
Dickson, which sailed without him 
from San Remo, Italy. July 3, 1947. 


In his testimony, Ryan swore that 
he had been forced into the French

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*-36 FIASCO PROVES EXPENSIVE 


In the B-36 bomber inquiry you could see Woshingonitis 
Qt its worst. 


For two weeks the House Armed Services Committee 
delved diligently into a welter of charges that favoritism, in- 
fluence ond perhaps even corruption marked the procurement 
of the nation's mainstay long-range bomber. 


Top officials of the Army Air Forces, the aircraft corpora- 
tions and ether organizations associated with B-36 purchases 
trooped potientiy before the committee ond told in detail the 
story of the B-36's origins and development. 


This whole process was tremendously costly both in tax- 
payers' money and in the valuable time of lawmakers, gov- 
ernment officials and business leaders. 


In the end, the committee concluded decisively that there 
was not a single iota of evidence to support the charges. On 
the contrary, it found "there has been very substantial and 
very compelling evidence that the Air Force selected this 
bomber solely on grounds that it is the best aircraft for its pur- 
pose available to this nation today." 


The investigation actually was a colossal waste. For one 
Cedric V^orth, a civilian Navy official, confessed to the com- 
mittee that he had written the document on which the inquiry 
was based and that his charges had no foundation in fact. 


The committee is now trying to find out whether Worth 
had help from other Navy officials. Because it is plain that 
the inspiration for his flimsy charges is the bitter fight be- 
tween the Navy and the Air Force over their respective roles 
in a future war. 


That Worth's document was snapped up so readily oy 
Representative Van Zandt of Pennsylvania and relayed to Con- 
gress and the public does not reflect well on Van Zandt's crit- 
ical approach to the job of separating fact and rumor. It sug- 
gests that his status as a naval reserve officer was a bigger 
factor than any other:

There has been a steady decline in 
proxy marriages since the war. One 
marriage handled by Finigan was 
annulled by request and at least 
three others ended in divorce. . ' 


Finigan observed that the brides 
and bridegrooms probably react dur- 
ing the ceremony in the same way 
they would if 'their spouses-to-be 
were present. 


"The men may not appear as nerv- 
ous or thrilled as women, but they're 
much more awkward and self-con- 
scious," he commented. 
"Women 
are 'at home' at weddings, anyway, 
while a man usually feels a little 
foolish."

Proxy marriages performed

Kansas are recognized throughout 
the United States, most foreign 
countries and by the armed services 
in issuing marriage allotments. and 
in handling immigration cases. A 
rigid legal procedure, which includes 
conformity to Kansas' serological 
test law, must be fulfilled by the 
proxy marriage party in the United 
States and by the one outside the 
country.

Paving operations in the loop district, where most of 
the streets are torn up for installation of storm sewers, 
probably will begin next week. East Morgan street east of 
the square is expected to be the first street to receive a 
new concrete surface, according to officials in charge of 
the work. 


Concrete iorms, a large mixer and 
other aquipmeot will be moved to the 
loop district, where during the past 
several weeks excavation crews have 
busy with storm sewer work and 
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gas line connections. 


Kenneth Stapleton, consulting en 
gineer, said Friday morning that 
paving operations are expected to 
start on East Morgan, then to South 
Mauvaisterre, South Sandy, East 
College, West Morgan and South 
West streets, in that order. 
Pave tenth Half First 
Under the present plan the en- 
tire south hall of the loop district 
will be paved before the north side 
is started. The new concrete pave- 
ment will be permitted to set 14 days, 
during which time curbs and side- 
walks will be laid: 


Walter Adams, superintendent of 
the Sangaaio Construction Co., said 
the materials for paving will be un- 
loaded east of the Gulf. Mobile & 
Ohio station. Sand, gravel and ce- 
ment will be weighed and placed in 
trucks, then taken to the scene of 
paving operations. The concrete will 
be mixed on the streets that are be- 
ing paved. 


Officials in charge of the biff pro- 
ject believe the concrete forms will 
be in plac^ on East Morgan street by 
next week. Should actual paving not 


begin next week, exerything will be 
in readiness for work the following 
week. 


Public Dodges Hazards

Pew automobiles have negotiated the 
streets now under construction ,and 
these traveled only short distances. 


Self-conscious pedestrians who a 
month ago wouldn't want to be seen 
coming out of alleys, now travel the 
back way without giving it a second 
thought Everybody's doing it, be- 
cause the alleys have become the 
most popular avenues of travel in 
the loop section.

Same Conditions Here 


City Superintendent of Schools 
D. R. Blodgett yesterday reported 
"school attendance on the first day 
of school showed a continuing trend 
toward a larger school population In 
Jacksonville. The total enrollment 
on the first day was 2,229. This re- 
presented an increase of 91 pupils 
over last year and 43 of these were 
in the first grade.' 


The first grade enrollment in 1948 
was 174; this year it was 217, the 
superintendent noted. Past increases 
in enrollment, and those that might 
be expected in the future, are indi- 
cated by the enrollment by grades: 
first, 217; second, 186; third, 186; 
fourth, 171; fifth, 173; sixth, 158; 
seventh, 145; eighth, 142. 


An influx of students from out- 
side the district has also increased 
enrollment in the high, school, 14 
over last year. There are 221 fresh- 
men, 237 sophomores, 191 juniors, 
167 seniors and one pest graduate 
student, making a total of 817. 


Further increases in enrollment 
niay be expected in all grades during 
the next week, Dr. Blodgett pre- 
dicted.
